A Survivor's Account. | 


The beset account of what caused the | 
accident is given by Mr. Hickory of the | 
glass and drug department, which occu- 
pied the basement.

The words were not 
out of my mouth when there came a 
creaking and everything around us began 
to fall. I think every one in my depart- 
ment escaped, as well as the workmen.” j 

The pillar which gave way supported the 
ends of two giant girders, and when it 
fell the main support of the central part | 
of the building was gone. : 

Immediately after the the 
members of the firm and the Commis-'!

The fact that the 
list of emplcyes was carried down in the 
wreck made thts difficult.

Says Guilty Will Be Punished. 

“Just now,’’ said Mayor Gaus, late to-! 
night, ‘‘ we are most concerned about the 
work of rescue. We are an>.ous to clear 
away the wreckage and to extricate tho; 
bodies buried beneath it. I have hardly 
had time to collect my thoughts on the 
question of placing responsibility. 

“If any person has been guilty of neg- 
ligence, and it se¢ms to me that this 
catastrophe could not have occurred with- | 
out gross carelessness, he will be pun-| 
ished. Every guilty person will certain- 
ly be prosecuted as soon as we 
fixed the responsibility.”

LAWSON PUT UP $2,000,000. 


Saved Boston Brokers from a Bad 
Squeeze in Copper.

BOSTON, Aug. 8.—Thomas W. Lawson 
put up $2,000,000 cash and saved the 
stock market from a tight situation to- 
| day, his friends say. They declare that 
$7,500,000 and many of the brokerage 
houses of the city were involved, 

Copper Range stock was the cause. 
During the last fortnight 104,000 shares 
has been dealt in. Much of this stock 
was up as collateral to-day, when the 
firm of Paine, Webber & Company, the 
head of which is President of the Copper | 
Range Company, requested the American | 
Loan and Trust Company to refuse to 
transfer certificates, alleging that the 
shares belonged to the pool which was 
formed two years ago when Trimountain 


was sold to Copper Range by Lawson and 
Burrage. 

Until the close of the market the price 
of Copper Range was up above 72 and 
feverish. The Securities Committee sat 
for three hours, finally deciding that the 
transfers should not be stopped and vali- 
dating the outstanding paper which was 
based on Copper Range. But the hour 
was so late that accommodation was 
needed, and Lawson gave it.

No Bismarck to Preside. 

The difficulties of procedure may be 
much more formidable. Precedents are 
lacking, or, so far as they exist, are not 
binding on the Japanese and perhaps 
not on the Russians. There is no Bis- 
marck to preside, nobody who can ride 
the whirlwind and direct the storm as 
the Iron Chancellor did at Berlin. More 
than once I have heard the wish ex- 
pressed that the President could have 
carried on his great peacemaking work 
as President over the conference, 

For the want of a Bismarck or a 
Roosevelt everything in these first days 
is at sixes and sevens, or seems to be. 
M. Witte is unfamiliar with diplomatic 
procedure. His ideas of the methods to 
be followed do not seem to have crys- 
tallized. At any rate, all such questions 
appear to be, so far as the Russians 
are concerned, still open. 

In what language are these four en- 
voys to carry on disoussions? They 
have no language in common. Baron 
Komura and Mr. Takahira speak Eng- 
lish, but no French. M, Witte speaks 
Russian and French, but no English. 
Baron Rosen speaks English and 
French. There must therefore in any 
case be an interpreter, which must 
cause delay. 

M. de Martens, who sits at the table 
as counselor, is an accomplished lin- 
guist, and speaks fluent English and 
French. It is suggested that the dem- 
ocratic rule may apply and that the 
language which the greatest’ number 
speak will be used, which is English. 
But if it is used for oral discussion 
there is again difficulty !n drawing up 
protocols in English, for the Russian 
Foreign Office has been trained in 
French. 

Question of Credentials. 

Then, how is the conference to open?

ENVOYS AT PORTSMOUTH. 


Great Crowds Witness the Official 
Reception Ceremonies, 


Special to The New York Times. 

PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Aug. 8.—The 
great initial day of ceremonial is over, 
and to-morrow the real business of the 
peace conference will begin. . 

The Russians and Japanese were ofi!- 
cially received today by the United 
States Government and by the State of 
New Hampshire, and the last of the 
preliminaries came to an end. 

For Portsmouth and for thousands who 
had never been in Portsmouth before it 
was a free show. This quaint old town, 
full of Revolutionary and Colonial dwell- 
ings, was for once a bustling metropolitan 
hive. An old farmer over near Kittery 
summed up the situation with accuracy. 

“‘T calculate,’”’ he said, “‘there’s more 
people in Portsmouth to-day than there's 
ever been anywhere in these parts be- 
fore.” 

The sidewalks were altogether too nar- 
row to accommodate the crowds, and the 
main streets were jammed from curb to 
curb, City women in beautiful gowns 
hurried through the mud in the streets, 
and farmers rubbed elbows with spruce 
Bostonians.

RUSSIAN ASSEMBLY 
PLAN IS COMPLETED 


To Be Proclaimed Saturday, the 
Czarevitch’s Birthday. 


MAIN OUTLINES UNCHANGED 


Body Will Have Negative Control Over 
Legislation—Will Probably Con- 
sist of Over 500 Members. 


8ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 8—The Rus- 
sian National Assembly, the first gather- 
ing together of the representatives of the 
Muscovite people since Emperor Alexel 
Michaelovitch, the second of the Roman- 
offs, summoned the last Zemsky Sobor in 
the seventeenth century, will be pro- 
claimed next Saturday, the first birthday 
of the Czarevitch. 

The final session of the special commis- 
sion which has.been considering the proj- 
ect as drafted by Minister of the Interior 
Bouligin and elaborated by the Council 
of Ministers, was held at Peterhof to-day. 
Its verdict upon the project as a whole 
was favorable, and at the conclusion of 
the session, before the assembled Grand 
Dukes, Ministers, Senators, and other 
member of the commission, Emperor 
Nicholas set the seal of his approval 
thereto, 

The sitting to-day lasted from 2:80 until 
8 P. M., when the commission finished the 
labors upon which it had been engaged 
almost constantly for the past week. Sev- 
eral of the members In whom the Em- 
peror reposes special confidence were re- 
quested by him to return to-morrow to 
Peterhof to assist him in the preparation 
of a solemn manifesto through which the 


summons to the representatives of the 
people will be issued. 

Although it was stated at the com- 
mencement of the sessions at Peterhof 
that Emperor Nicholas had abandoned 
his intention of going to Moscow, the 
ancient capital of the empire, to proclaim 
this epoch-making change in the insti- 
tutions of Russia, the report has: been re- 
vived, and it finds credence in spite of 
the denials in Court circles to-day of any 
knowledge of the subject. 

It is nown that special precautions 
have been instituted for guarding the 
railroad between St. Petersburg and Mos- 
cow, and dispatches last week announced 
the arrival in Moscow of two additional 
regiments of Cossacks. The same dis- 
atches told of the thorough search of 
Moscow and its environs for. Terrorists, 
whose headquarters were discovered and 
whose leaders were captured last Sunday. 
The Associated Press, however. was in- 
formed to-day that no plans for the de- 
passers of the Emperor to Moscow had 
peen. communicated, and that the procla- 
mation would be made from Peterhof. 

Though the project has undergone a 
number of changes during the various 
conferences at Peterhof, it is understood 
that its main outlines are substantially in 


In principle the National Assembly will 
be a deliberative and consultative body 
for the discussion of measures laid before 
it by the Emperor or his Ministers, It 
will have the power to force the with- 
drawal of Ministerial propositions by a 
two-thirds vote, which will give it at leant

SCORES ARE BURIED 
IN BIG STORE RUINS

lapsed and fell in upon the main floor ond 
the roof followed. 


Old Tenements Made Over. 


The apparent culpability of the building 
authorities of the city in having pcrmit- 
ted old dwellings and stores to be ccn- 
verted into a big department store, a use 
for which their narrow walls totally unfit- 


ted them, is a matter for jeveots tion. It 
is said that in some portions of the con- 
verted building there were walls crly 
eight inches thick. The strain on them 
Was Was s0 great that as soon as a sin- 
gle support in the cellar was undermined 
the whole building crumbled. 

The building occupied by the firm was 
in three parts—a front portion on North 
Pearl Street, and a central portion and 
another portion on James Street. It was 
the central portion-of the building which 
gave way. The north half of the front 
part was at one time a dwelling and was 
converted into a store in 1870. The part 
to the south was then occupied by the 
Singer Sewing Machine Company. few 
years later the firm acquired that part of 
the building and has used it since. A 
new front was put in and one building 
made of the two. 

Since the death of John G. Myers two 
years ago, the business has been carried 
on by a company coisisting of George P. 
Hilton and . King Sturdee and_ their 
| wives. Edward F. Hackett and Robert 
M. Chalmers were admitted to the firm a 
|short time ago. The building was the 
property of the estate of David Orr, who 
| conducted a large wholesale liquor busi- 
ness in this city many years ago. 


Crash Without Warning. 


The crash came at 8:45 o'clock, three- 
quarters of an hour after the store had 
|opened for business. There was scarcely 
a moment's warming. In less than thirty 
seconds the whole building, except about 
seventy-five feet fronting on Pearl Street 
and about twenty-five feet of the rear, 


| which abuts on James Street, was tum- 
bled into a heap of brick, mortar, and tim- 
bers. All the employes who were in the 
collapsed section were carried down into 
the ruins. 

The bullding was five stories high. The 
report made by the terrible crash when a 
section of the centre at least 150 feet long 
went down was like the report of an ex- 
plosion. The employes in Whitney's de- 

artment store, which immediately ad- 
oins, say that their first idea when they 
heard the crash was that a boiler had ex- 
|ploded. The effect of the concussion in 
|their store was to bounce nearly every- 
thing off shelves and counters. A cloud 
of dust, like smoke from a burning build- 
ing, rose high in air. 

Just before the collapse a woman cus- 
tomer who was standing at the cashier's 
window in the Myers store noticed some 
plaster fall from the ceiling. She called 
the attention of the cashier, Nathan 
Fromm, to it. Knowing that some work- 
men were digging a sub-cellar and ceariha 
that they were not sufficiently carefu 
|Mr. Fromm immediately went upstairs 
to the office of Robert M. Chalmers, the 
|manager, to suggest that he send wor 
to Contractor Dyer to have the men usé 
more care. 

Mr. Fromm had only reached Mr. 
Chalmers’s office when the collapse Oc- 
|curred. Fromm managed to escape to 
the portion of the store which remained 
‘intact and got out by way of the fire 
| escape with a hundred or more other em- 
| ployes, but Mr. Chalmers and Miss Dan- 
| ziger, his stenographer, were carried 
and buried beneath the ruins. The tim- 
bers and débris, however, lodged in such 
|a-way as to prevent their being crushed. 


| Manager and Stenographer Saved. 


Chalmers could see the light through a 
; Small opening, and his presence of mind 
did not desert him. Finding hundreds of 
| loose bricks about him, he used them to 
| build up a sort of protection for himself 


and Miss Danziger against further set- 
tling of the mass of brick and mortar. 
His forethought saved his life, for some 
time later, when the rescuers reached 
him, a great beam which they were un- 
| able to contro] fell over the place where 

Mr. Chalmers and Miss Danziger were. 
It would have crushed them had it not 
been for the fact that it struck the small 
fortification which Chalmers had erected 
and glanced off. Mr. Chalmers was cut 
and bruised, but escaped serious injury, 
and Miss Danziger was practically unhurt, 

The work of rescue was the first 
thought of everybody in the vicinity of 
the collapse. The entire Police and Fire 
Departments, every doctor and surgeon in 
the city, the employes of all public con- 
tractors, the wrecking crews of the New 
York Central and the Delaware and Hud- 
son Railroad Companies and of the 
United Traction Company were all at 
work within an hour digging for those 
who were buried under the débris. Mayor 
Gaus was early on the scene and took 
charge of the rescue work. 

When the wrecking crews first got to 
work they had to go up to the second 
| story of the portions of the building that 
remained standing to begin removal of the 
débris from that height. 


Adjoining Store a Hospital. 


The doors of Whitney's department store 
were closed to the public and the lower 
floors converted into a temporary hospi- 
tal. Many of the injured, after receiving 
\the attention of the surgeons and nurses, 


were able to go to their homes accom- 
; panied by friends. 

| The first dead bodies were discovered at 
2:30 o’clock this afternoon. They were 
those of Frank Leonard, a cash boy, and 
Alice Sharp, a saleswoman. It was sev- 
era] hours before they were identified. 

Shortly after 1 o’clock some of the res- 
cuers were attracted to a particular spot 
by moans coming from beneath the 
débris. They had soon dug away enough 
to discern the head and shoulders of a 
man. He was conscious and able to 
speak. The man proved to be Michael J. 
Fitzgerald, head of the umbrella depart- 
ment, a brother of ex-Alderman itz- 

erald and brother-in-law of the Rev. 

ather Dempsey of Troy. It was an hour 
or more before the rescuers could get him 
out of the mass of timbers that pinned 
him down. 

While the men were working to extri- 
cate Fitzgerald he told them that two 
cirls were buried a few feet aver from 
him. He died a few minutes after he was 
carried into the temporary hospital in the 
Whitney store. The bodies of the two 
girls were recovered some hours later, 

All the time that the work of rescue 
was going on the streets in the vicinity 
were jammed, many in: the throngs being 
relatives and friends of employes in the 
store. There were scenes which would 
have moved to tears the most unsympa- 
thetic when some dead or dying victim 
was removed from the ruins. 

It is said by some that in the first rush 
to the rear fire escapes many of the male 
employes were lacking in chivalry, How- 
ever, there are no complaints from wo- 
men injured of selfishness or brutality 
toward them. 

When the white-aproned and white- 
capped trained nurses from the various 
hospitals arrived on the scene they dis- 
played admirable heroism, going into 

laces of great danger to afford such re- 

| fiet as ype! could give to the injured 
| who were pinned down and whom it was 
impossible to release without delay. 


Doctor and Priest Defy Danger. 


Shortly after noon, when a large por- 
tion of the flooring was removed, three 
badly injured and_begrimed young wo- 
men clerks were discovered partially 
buried under bricks and mortar. Two 


were unconscious. They were so pinioned 
that immediate rescue was impossible. 

‘Please give me a drink,” appealed the 
one who was conscious, and who proved 
to be Maggie McAver. Dr. Gerald Grif- 
fin was lowered, two brother poscaes 
holding him by the heels until he man- 
aged to wet the parched lips with some 
brandy. <A grateful smile rewarded the 
doctor's efforts. " 

When the injured girl asked for a priest 
the Rev. Father John J. Lynch of the 
Cathedral of ‘the Immaculate Conception 
was lowered in a similar way, and ve 
the patient sufferer the last rites, eads 
were bared during this, one of the most 
impressive incidents, of the sad affair. 
The girl was taken’ from the ruins at 2:15 
o’clock to St. Peter's Hospital: She had 
been crushed beneath heavy timbers for 
more than five hours. ere is little 
hope of her recovery. 


Police Check Rush of Volunteers. 


Half a dozen city officers were in their 
shirt sleeves with the firemen looxing for 
the body of a person whose groans could 
be heard underneath a large timber on 
the third floor, One of the workers 
called from the fire pe for more men,

After fifteen minutes the feet of a wo- 
man _ were seen, and a few minutes later 
the body was dug up. It was that of 
Miss Nellie Berrigan, an employe of the 
store. Miss Berrigan was unconscious. 
Five firemen lifted the young woman 
out on the fire escape, while the doctors 
hurried up with a stretcher. The fire 
escape is but two feet wide and has a 
turn at every floor. It was impossible to 
use the stretcher on the iron steps, and 
Miss Berrigan was carried down and put 
in the ambulance. = 

The army of volunteers, o worked 
nobly at rescuing the injured, engaged in 
a dangerous undertaking. The front wall, 
on Pearl Street, had a slight bulge. Theré 
were many who believed it was in danger 
of falling. Inside, in the centre of the 
building, was the wreck of four floors, 
piled: in a mass of iron, timber, brick 
and merchandise, living and dead buried 


in it. 

‘ The greene and pleadings of the tm- 
prisoned were heartrending as they urged 
their rescuers to get them out. Many 
were caught by heavy floor timbers, oth- 
ers by the iron pillars, and many were 
buried under piles of plaster. 

As the injured were carried out to the 
ambulances the anxious ones would rush 
to see if the = was a relative or 
friend. Notwithstanding the fact that 
there was an army of workers, the work 
of rescue was slow on account of the 
mass of material to be removed. Some of 
the pieces of brick wall carried into 
North Pearl Street required six men to 
move them. [ron pillars and the heavy 
timbers from the four floors made it ter- 
rible work. The men, however, worked 
like beavers. As ‘he débris was thrown 
Into the street it was loaded into wagons 
and carted away. 


Second Crash Causes Panic. 


A panic which threatened to add fatall- 
tles to the list was caused about 12:30 
o'clock by the fall of a portion of the 
débris which had been suspended from 
the upper floors. Two hundred persons 
had been in the part of the store not af- 
fected by the collapse, and had managed 
to get inside of police lines. The laborers 
po spectators equegnt to get out. One 
man fainted and “ell off a counter, land- 
ing on his head and injuring himself se- 
verely. 

Those engaged in tie real work of res- 
cue stuck to their posts. The rubbish 
ceased falling and the panic abated. No 
one was injured by the débris, but a num- 
ber were bruised in the rush tor safety. 

“Can you tell me anything about my 
Nellie?’ asked Engineer Malone of the 
New York Central ad, as he stood in 
the front part of the store about 2:45 
o'clock. 

“ Why, she’s all right,”” answered one of 
the clerks. 

‘IT just got in from my trip,’”’ said the 
anxious father. ‘‘I heard about the acci- 
dent in Syracuse, and the wheels of my 
engine seemed to stand still until I 
reached here.”’

The Roof Collapses. 


After a. stiff battle the firemen suc- 
ceeded in preventing the blaze from de- 
stroying the residences. The most trying 
moment came half an hour after the 
fourth alarm was turned in, when the 
roof of St. Thomas's collapsed. 
the flames shot up and spread around the 
scorched walls, threatening the adjoining 
houses.

Despite the efforts of fifty fire com- 
panies to save it, St. Thomas's Episcopal 
Church, at Fifth Avenue and Fifty-third 
Street, one of the most notable edifices in 


the city, with perhaps the richest congre- 
gation in the whole country, was de- 
stroyed by fire yesterday morning. 

Fire Chitf Croker said that the church 
might have been saved had an alarm been 
sent in more promptly by the police, and 
had there been more fire hydrants in 
Fifth Avenue. These, Chief Croker said, 
are “‘ scarce as hen’s teeth.”’ 

The church, which at 6 A. M. rose up in 
the morning light covered with ivy and 
with the pigeons fluttering around the 
spire, was a wreck by 8 o'clock, and pre- 
gented the appearance of some ancient 
Gothic ruin with the daylight yawning 
through the arches and windows. 

The Rev. Dr. Hrnest M. Stires, rector 
of St. Thomas’s, was at Sagamore, Lake 
George, when the fire occurred. Upon the 
pews being telegraphed to him he started 
with Mrs. Stires for this city, where he 
arrived late in the afternoon. 

“The immediate problem is to find an- 
ether building or another site for a tem- 
porary building where the congregation 
may worship during the two years it will 
take to rebuild the church,” said Dr. Stires

HINT OF A DISCOVERY 
TO CURE YELLOW FEVER 


Result of Experiments Near, Says 
New Orleans Doctor. 


GUN THREAT FOR QUARANTINES 





Troops Will End Foolish Traffic Re- 
strictions If Local Boards Persist, 


Says Official Manifesto. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 8.—Dr. Hamilton 
P. Jones announced to-day at the emer- 
gency hospital that scientific experiments 
with yellow fever would seem to be on 
the point of ylelding extremely valuable 
results, opening a new field in the treat- 
ment and cure of the disease. He refused 
to tell the nature of the experiments, say- 
ing that he did not care to arouse any 
false hopes. This intimation, neverthe- 
less, has injected a new element of hope 
regarding the situation in this city. 

To-morrow will be general ‘clean-up " 
day, the entire city taking a holiday to 
devote itself to volunteer cleansing of all 
the premises in New Orleans. 

The official report on the fever condi- 
tions for twenty-four hours ended at 6 
o'clock this evening follows: Deaths, 4; 
new cases, 60; new centres of infection, 
17. Total deaths to date, 117; total cases, 
625; total infection points, 114. 

The scattering of pamphlets designed 
to educate the public sentiment against 
& quarantine on freight is a feature of 
the campaign undertaken by the State, 
city, and Federal health authorities to 
obtain some relaxation of the restrictions 
in Mississippi and the Louisiana parishes, 
Gov. Blanchard to-day issued a spicy 
circular to the parish authorities. In 
Mississippi, however, the accuracy of the 
mosquito. theory is still called ‘in question 
by everybody, from Gov. Vardaman down, 
and ancient quarantine methods are re- 
tained. 

The Louisiana State Board of Health 
has issued a proclamation containing 
clauses that will open through transpor- 
tation on the Texas and Pacific and the 
Southern Pacific Road, and, as far as 
the .Mississippi. line, on.the: New Orleans 
and Northeastern. Thé provisions follow: 


That no parish, town, village, or community 
shall have the right under any cifcumstances 
to ‘Interfere with the passage éf trains and 
boats, provided no attempt be made by per- 
sons on such trains or.boats to violate quar- 
antine regulations legally in force. 

That no parish, town, village, or community 
shall refuse to admit mail, freight, or express 
matter from infected localities; provided such 
mail, freight, or express matter shall arrive 
in cars loaded outside of an infected locality, 
or bearing a certificate that such cars have 
been fumigated by the United States public 
health and marine hospital service before leav- 
ing the infected locality.

as well as by railroads and other com- 
panies paying taxes to the State of Louis- 
iana for the privilege of being in the 
State under the protection of the statutes 
of ‘Louisiana.’’

LIFEBOATS MADE READY 


Blaze Threatened to Destroy the 
Steamer Kershaw. 


SOME PASSENGERS IN FEAR 


But Were Kept in Ignorance of the 


Real Danger of the Situation— 
Crew’s Efforts Successful. 


Speciai to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Aug. 8&—With great holes torn 
in her deck and her cargo badly damaged 
by fire and water, the steamer Kershaw 
of the Baltimore Line came into port this 
afternoon and docked her 130 passengers. 
The fire on board had at one time been 
so threatening that the lifeboats were pro- 
visioned and made ready and another ves- 
sel was signaled to stand by. 

It was 8 o’clock yesterday morning, 
when the ship was out of sight of land, 
that the fire started between decks. Capt. 
Bond at once headed for Delaware Break- 
water. He ordered that holes be cut in 
the saloon deck, and through these the 
fire was fought. Tons of water were 
poured on the mass of burning cotton 
and tobacco. 

The passengers were aroused and went 


on deck, more or less lightly clad, some 
hysterical and ail in fear, The officers 


told them there was no immediate dan- 
ger, and in preparing the lifeboats they 
worked so quietly that the passengers 
knew nothing of what was being done. 

Two hours after the fire was discovered 
the steamer Dorchester of the same line 
was sighted and Capt. Bond signaled her 
to stand by, but her services were not 
needed, for at 7 o’clock the fire was under 
control, and at 8 o’clock it was extin- 
guished. 


BRITISH TRUST IN FRANCE. 


Visiting Squadron to be Allowed In- 
side Portsmouth Harbor. 


LONDON, Wednesday, Aug. 9.—King 
Edward will to-day review the combined 
French and British squadrons off Cowes, 
and afterward the French squadron will 
enter Portsmouth Harbor. 

With the exception of the American 
squadron that: visited England two years 
ago, this will be the only foreign fleet 
that has ever entered Great Britain's 
most jealously guarded naval arsenal, and 
for this reason the event will be the most 
significant feature of the French squad- 
ron’s visit. 

It was stated on good authority at Ports- 
mouth yesterday that a tentative proposi- 
tion was under consideration for the visit 


of a Japanese fleet to British waters as 
soon as the situation in the Far East per- 
mitted, and that possibly the date would 
coincide with Cowes week, 1906. 

In this case American, French, and Jap- 
anese war squadrons will have occupied 
the same berths inside the great harbor.

BERLIN, Aug. 8.—Henry Palas, Count 
von Plauen, son of Prince Henry XXVI. 
of Reuss, belonging to a collateral branch 
of the younger Heuss line, was among 
twenty persons killed in a railroad col- 
lision yesterday between Spremberg and 
Goerlitz, Prussia. The Count had a re- 
mote possibility of succession to the Gov- 
ernment of Reuss-Gera.

Convention Leaders Aim to Put Plank |

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8. — Politicians 
here are taking a lively interest in the 
reciprocity convention to meet in Chicago 
on Aug. 15. Of the 1,200 delegates, every 
one, so far as known, is a pronounced be- 
liever in the principles of protection. 

The oppotents of reciprocity have made 
considerable headway among protection- 
ists, It is declared, by representing that 
the men who are calling for reciprocity 
are at heart opposed to the principles of 
protection as advocated by the Repub- 
lican Party. 

Senator Harris of Kansas, one of the 
Vice Presidents of the convention, while 


a Democrat and acting with the Demo- 
crats in the Senate, believes that the pro- 
tective tariff has become one of the ac- 
cepted policies of this country and can- 
not again be a political issue. 

The leaders have decided that the con- 
vention shall provide for a committee of 
fifteen to carry on a continuous and vig- 
orous campaign in favor of reciprocity in 
much the same manner as the propaganda 
in favor of protection has been con- 
ducted for years. The committee of fif- 
teen will issue a periodical monthly or 
frequently in advocacy of reciprocity.

That is the real question to be consid- 
ered, and all who have studied it with 
any degree,of seriousness and intelli- 
gence will agree that it is a complex 
and elusive one. It must be remem- 
bered, though it is often apparently for- 
gotten, that we have already a system 
of regulation and restriction of con- 
siderable severity, which is adminis- 
tered with care and vigor and honesty 
and has secured the co-operation of 
the more important foreign Govern- 
We try to shut out the dis- 
eased, the depraved, and the dependent, 
and our immigration officials are in- 
trusted with large discretionary powers 
to carry out these exclusions. We even 
follow immigrants for a year after their 
arrival, and if it be found that they 
belong to the forbidden classes, they 
are deported. What more ought we and | 
can we do? That is the practical ques- 
tion. Our own judgment is. that the 
best results would be attained by en- 
forcing an educational test. What the 
test should be in detail is a matter for

The American Bridge Company had 
a contract for the erection of bridge- 
work for the New York and New Ha- 
ven Railroad. The Bridge’ Company 
has no quarrel with the unions; upon 
the contrary, it has an agreement with 
them, and employs only union labor. 
But sometimes it is to the Bridge Com- 
pany’s advantage to sublet its work, 
and in such cases it awards the job to 
the lowest responsible bidder. It did! 
so in this case, and the right to do so 
is the nub of the strike. We do not 
know whether or not the union has any 
grievance against the sub-contractor 
in this particular case, although it is 
said that it has been regarded as “ un- 
fair’ in other cases. The strike is 
not against the sub-contractors, nor 
against this job, but is a general strike 
from Maine to California. One of its 
incidents may be the tying up of the 
New York Central's power house in 
this city, and it is impossible to say 
how many other local enterprises may 
be checked by the going out in the 
first place on Wednesday of over 15,000 
men.

We do not see how the Bridge Com- 
pany can yield the principle without 
passing over the administration of its

If we are 
indeed in slavery to a muscle trust it 
would be best that we should know it— 
then we could take measures to free 
ourselves.

A wave of reform 
is spreading, not yet 
among the hotels of 
the land, but among 

the Waldorf. sensible men, on the 
questi6n of tipping.. Mayor Baxter of 
Portland, Me., who lately assailed the 
practice of college students receiving tips 
as’ waiters at Summer hotels, remarked 
the other day that of the widespread com- 
ment which it aroused.all was “‘in one 
general line of indorsement”’ of what he 
said. The thousands of students waiting 
table at shore and mountain resorts 
could get remunerative jobs, if they chose, 
as Summer conductors on street railroads 
and in various occupations not subject, to 
the degrading conditions of the tipping 
system. With regard to the general prac- 
tice in hotels, wé note the paltering and 
hypocritical experiment of the Parker 
House management in Chicago last week 
with its employés. Their wages were raised, 
apparently not wich the idea of reform, | 
but of profit, for they were instructed that | 
all their petty ‘‘ graft” shoujd revert to 
the house. Not content with the full wage, 
thirteen porters struck immediately, their 
leader declaring that the men, even after 
deducting the ‘‘rake-off’’ accruing to him,* 
still realized more under the old régime. 
Now it transpires that Baron Komura 
and his suite, on quitting the Waidorf- 
Astoria last. Saturday, where they had 
their lodgings, being politely willing to 
acquiesce in a usage unknown in Japan, 
left behind them “ joyful checks” on a 
scale listed as follows: ‘“‘Steward, $100;

to $20; head waiters, $50; ordinary wait- 
ers, $20; hallboys, chambermaids, and 
employés ranked with them in useful- 
ness, $10.’"

Fish as Mosquito Killers. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In this. morning’s issue of THE NEw YorK 
TIMES, second page, fourth column, Sir Pat- 
rick Manson, on being asked the questions: | 
‘How can one best avoid malarial or yellow 
fever?’ and ‘‘ What Is the best way to avoid! 
the mosquito?’’ is reported to have replied, 
**Common sense."’ 

Entomologists tell us, and those who have 
charge of the New York Aquarium have | 
onstrated the fact, that although the life of a) 
mosquito is a very brief one, it is neverthe-| 
less one full of activity, inasmuch as a female 
mosquito lays ftom 200 to 400 eggs on the sur- 
face of stagnant water wherever found, whether 
in ponds, pools, holes by the roadside, open 
cisterns, or In vessels of any kind. These 
eggs in about five days become converted into 
larvae, or innumerable wigglers, then both 
eggs and wigglers, uniess devoured by fish, 
in about a week become swarms of mos- 
quitos to inoculate man and beast and to lay 
other clusters of eggs. Mosquitos avoid run- ; 
ning streams, and they cannot propogate their 
young in ponds containing fish. It is, there- 
fore, it would seem, the part of wisdom and 
“common sénse’’ to fill up all stagnant 
ponds, pools, and holes by the roadside and 


stock all ponds and cisterns and slow-running 
streams with fish. Fish must come to the 
sufface occasionally for air, and they also 
gather ‘much food from the surface of the 
water, and if given a chance they can and will 
do more effective work than kerosene oil.

CITY WINS EXPLOSION SUIT. 


Not Responsible for Dynamite Stored 
by the Subway Contractor. 


Holding that the city could not be held 
Mable for damages caused by the explo- 
sion of dynamite opposite the Murray 
Hill Hotel, Justice White, in the Supreme 
Court, yesterday denied a motion made 
by counsel for Capt. Marlin Stuart to 
set aside a verdict of a jury which re- 
cently decided in favor of the city. 

_ Capt. Stuart, who was an officer in the 
British Navy, stopped in New York to

visit a dentist and put up at the Murray - 


Hill Hotel for a few days, intending to 
join his ship in the West Indies. The 
Subway was in course of construction at 
the time, and the sub-contractor, Gen. 
Shaler, had a quantity of dynamite stored 
in a shanty opposite the hotel. The dyna- 
mite was for use in blasting rock. The 
shanty caught fire and the dynamite ex- 
ploded, shaking the neighboring buildings 
from their foundations. 

Many guests in the hotel were injured, 
among them Capt. Stuart, who was dis- 
abled to such an extent that he was 
forced to retire from the British Navy. 
He brought an action to recover $75,000; 
naming in his suit as defendants the City 
of New York, John B. McDonald, the 
Subway contractor, and the Subway Con- 
struction Company. 

Before the trial of the suit the court 
struck out all of the defendants excepting 
the city. The plaintiff alleged that the 
city had been negligent in permitting such 
a quantity of dynamite to be stored in 
the city. The city’s lawyers contended 
that the city could not be held liable, as 
the city was not aware of the presence 
of the dynamite. The jury took this view 
of it and brought in a verdict in favor 
of the city. 

In denying the motion to set aside the 
verdict yesterday Justice White says: 

‘The jury having found that the de- 
fendant did not authorize or consent to 
the storage of an unlawful quantity of 
dynamite in the Subway, or the creation 
or maintenance of a nuisance, which is 
but another way of stating the same prop- 
osition, it seems to me that I have no 
right to interfere with its verdict. 

‘*Il am of the opinion tnat the storage 
of not more than fifty pounds of dynamite 
at one time would have been lawful, and 
not a nuisance; and, furthermore, that 
such storage of an unlawful quantity 
without the knowledge or consent of the 
defendant could not have rendered it re- 
sponsible for consequences, assuming that 
it was in fact a nuisance.” 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Burr de- 
clared that the decision of Justice White 
was a big victory for the city, as there 
are suits of a similar nature pending in 
which the total amount involved is more 
than $5,000,000. 


THE SUBWAY NOT SO BAD. 
London’s Not Comparable, Appraiser 


McClelland Says, After a Visit. 


Charles P. McClelland of the Board of 
United States General Appraisers, for- 
merly State Senator from Westchester, 
returned yesterday from England, where 
he has been conducting an investigation 
jnto the Nottingham lace industry on be- 
half of the Treasury Department. 

Mr. McClelland said the English manu- 
facturers and exporters showed him every 
courtesy and materially assisted him in 
procuring information. 

“New Yorkers should 
about conditions in the Subway,” said 
the General Appraiser. ‘“‘The London 
underground roads do not begin to com- 
pare with our line here. and nowhere in 


my travels did I find a city so clean and 
healthy as New York. Giasgow was the 
nearest approach I found to an American 
city. The much-talked-of street car sys- 
tem is comfortable, but rot so fast as our 
American lines. About all the names on 
the foreign hotel registers this season are 
those of Americans.”

Plainfield Confines Its Liquor Traffic 
to the Business Section.

PLAINFIELD, Aug. 8—The Common 
Council has adopted: an ordinance segre- 
gating the liquor sellers. It fixes the li- 


cense at $1,000 and then describes by 
metes and bounds the territory within 
which liquor may be sold. 

The saloon district is within the terri- 
tory bounded by Green Brook, Watchung 
Avenue, Fourth Street, and Central Ave- 
nue, and covers altogether about twelve 
blocks occupied almost exclusively by 
spemenpecpse. The new ordinance forbids 
the granting of license to any saloon out- 
side. this district.

Encouraged His Son-in-Law to 
Assault, Says Plunkett. 


ROT, DECLARES THE SHERIFF 


Vows He Didn't Protect His Deputy, 
Because There Was No Need— 
Plunkett’s Lips Split Somehow. 


Deputy Sheriff Willdam Plunkett of 
Queens has eugaged counsel to proceed 
civilly and criminally against Sheriff Jo- 
seph Meyerrose of Queens County for an 
assault which he says the Sheriff not only 
witnessed but urged on despite his appeal 
to him as Sheriff for protection. The 
Sheriff says the story is all rubbish, that 
he was demanding the Deputy'’s badge 
for wrongdoing, and that there was no 
Nevertheless, the Deputy says 
he will appear before the next Grand Jury 
and tell his story. 

Recently, under a new law, the Thirty- 
ninth Election District in the Second 
Ward of Queerfs was split, and a part 


‘of it was made the Forty-fifth District. 


Plunkett was chosen as Chairman of the 
regular Democratic -organization in the 
Sheriff Joseph Meyerrose, whose 
residence is in the Thirty-ninth District, 


| wished his son-in-law, Charles Van Sise, 


who is Warden of the Queens County 
Jail, to be leader of the district, and the 
choice of Plunkett produced hard feel- 
ings. 

Plunkett, talking with difficulty be- 
cause his lips were split open and his 
nose and ear injured, told this story yes- 
terday: 

He was on the way home from a polit- 
ical meeting, he says, when he was in- 
formed that Sheriff Meyerrose wanted to 
see him. He told the messenger that 


| Meyerrose knew where to find him, mean- 


ing at his house, and that he. did not 
intend to call on Meyerrose. He went on, 
and in front of 289 Woodward Avenue 
he met a friend, John Flynn, who lives 
at that address. While they were ,chat- 
ting Sheriff Meyerrose, Warden Van Sise, 
and others, whom Plunkett did not know, 
approached. Piunkett greeted them with 
a“ Good. evening,’’ he -says, -whereupon, 
according to his story,.Sheriff Meyerrose 
proceeded to abuse him. 

“I’m as good a citizen as you are, 
Sheriff Meyerrose,’’ Plunkett says he re- 
plied. 

At this, he alleges, Warden Van Sise, 
who with the others had closed in around 
him, struck .him, exclaiming, ‘‘No you 
ain’t!"’ 

Plunkett says he flung up his arms to 
protect himself and called on the Sheriff 
for protection. He charges that Meyer- 
rose, instead of protecting him, shouted to 
hig son-in-law: 

Give it to him, Charley! Give it to him 
good and plenty!” 

Van.-Sise; Plunkett says, chased him into 
the hallway of 289 Woodward ‘Avenue, and 
when his .friend Flynn tried to aid him 
Meyerrose flung open his coat, displaying 
his badge and said: 

“I am Sheriff of this county. I have 
police powers. You keep off.”’ 

Plunkett barricaded the door of the 
house and refused to obey demands to 
open it. Yesterday he sought out Lawyer 
Bohmbach of ‘Middle Village and put his 
case in the attorney’s hands. Plunkett 
says he will not only institute civil action 
for large damages, Sheriff Meyerrose be- 
ing wealthy, but will go before the next 
Grand Jury with an account of the treat- 
ment accorded him. He is also having an 
appeal drawn up to be sent to Gov. Hig- 


gins asking for the removal of the Sher- 
iff. No action has been taken in the 
Magistrate's Court because no one save 
the Coroner can arrest a Sheriff, Flynu 
corroborates iis friend's story.

Practically the Entire Estate Goes to 
His Widow and Daughters. 


The will of Daniel Scott Lamont, Secre- 
tary of War in President Cleveland's sec- 
ond Administration, was filed for probate 
in the Surrogates’ office yesterday.. The 
petition accompanying the will fixes the 
value of Col. Lamont’s estate at $3,000,000. 
About $3,000,000 consists of personal prop- 
erty, mostly railroad stocks and bonds. 
The real estate is valued at $300,000. The 
estate, with the exception of a few minor 
bequests, is to go to Col. Lamont’s widow 
and daughters. The will names Mrs. La- 
mont as executrix and Paul D. Cravath, 
who was Col. Lamont's legal adviser, as 
executor. It was written on June 15, 1904. 

When Col. Lamont was private secre- 


tary to President Cleveland he refused 
| to accept $7,000 in salary coming to him 


under the provisions of a retroactive act 
of Congress, declaring that at the time he 
accepted the place he knew what the sal- 
ary was and that he was satisfied to al- 
low the Government to retain the $7,000.

PRICE NOT BEARING COTTON. 


Broker Writes Denying an Attempt to 
Break the Market. 


Theodore H. Price, whose position in the 
cotton market has been variously de- 
scribed since the close of his active bull 
campaign a few weeks ago, has cleared 
up one element of uncertainty about him- 
self. It is now sure that Mr. Price is not 
selling in pursuance of an avowed inten- 
tion to force the price of cotton down to 
%/9 cents a pound. He sent out this lettor 
to the papers yesterday: 

I notice in The New York Sun of this morn- 
slid a dispatch from Sherman, Texas, in which 
Col. E. Smith, President’ of the Southern 
Cotton Association, is reported to have re- 
ceived a telegram from his New Orleans repre- 
segtatives stating in substance that ‘‘ Theodore 
H. Price had wired parties in New Orleans to 
| the effect that he had Wall Street solid at his 
back in a determined effort to force cotton to 
9 cents and lower this week.’’ The dispatch, 
it is said, was concluded by the statement that 
‘the Southern Cotton Association must be 
crushed down."’ 

Permit me to say that I have sent no such 
dispatch, nor have I in any way so expressed 
myself. On the contrary, I believe that the 
Southern Cotton Producers’ Agsociation, if that 
is the organization that Col. Smith represents, 
can be made a very effective aid to the South- 
ern planters in the handling of their crop. Fur- 
ther, I am not engaged in any effort to depress 
the cotton market, which now seems to me in 
a condition of Sapipe bse and stability that ought 
to be equally satisfactory to both producer and 
consumer if maintained. 


Mr. Price did not care to discuss things 
limits of his letter. It is 
said by his friends, however, that he is 
now desirous of retiring from the lime- 
light of cotton controversy. This has 
been interpreted by some aes as 
meaning that there will not another 
bull movement in cotton until ortees have 
sunk somewhat below their present level. 

There is a general impression on the 
Cotton Exchange here, in fact, that 
strong speculative interests are quietly 
engaged in an effort to put prices down 
; to 10 cents a pound or below, in spite of 
crop reports which would seem to justify 
higher figures, presumably so that a 
violent bull movement can be negotiated | 
in case the September Government re- 
port is unfavorable. The Southern Cot- 
ton Association and its following of grow- 
ers seems to have the idea that Mr. Price 
is in some way connected with this under- 
taking.

SMOKE CASES DISMISSED. 


Jamaica Witnesses Didn’t See the 
Smoke Injure Any One’s Health. 


Three smoke cases were thrown out of 
court in rapid succession in the Court of 
Special Sessions in Jamaica yesterday 
because the Corporation Counsel did not 
prove that the smoke had injured the 
health of any residents of the city. 

Justice Forker presided at the hearing. 
With him were Justices Fitzgerald and 
Keady. Albert Hastings, Augustus Van 
Nostrand, and Everett Hubbard, firémen 
employed by the Long Island Rattroad 
Company, were arrested for burning soft 
coal and making a smoke which, Officer 


Riley said, blew from the railroad yard in 
Long Island City toward Borden Avenue. 
Riley did not see the smoke hit anybody 
in the face, nor could the expert medical 
witness say positively whether that par- 
ticular smoke was injurious, not having 
seen it. A motion for dismissal was 
promptly granted in the first case. As- 
sistant Corporation Counsil Mathews said 
he had no better proof in the other cases, 
and moved that all of them be dismissed, 


THIRSTY WOMEN BURGLARS. 


They Drop In on Mrs. Pahl’s Calling 
Day for Money, Jewels, and Beer. 


The Jersey City police are looking for 
two women and a man who are believed 
to have entered the flat of John C. Pahl, 
100 Manhattan Avenue, on Monday after- 
moon during the absence of the family 
and stolen $50 in cash and jewelry valued 
at $500. They have not much hope of 
capturing the suspects, as the only de- 
scription thev have of them Is that “ the 
women are young and handsomely gowned 
and the young man carried a satchel.” 


Mrs. Hurst Doesn't Believe Her Hus | 
band Died of Pneumonia. 


Coroner Williams of Brooklyn will be 
asked to inquire into the cause of the 
death of Howard H. Hurst, a Flatbush 
electrician, who died in the Bushwick 
Hospital yesterday morning. It is re- 
ported by the hospital authorities that 
the man died of pneumonia, after a 
week’s illness. His widow, however, be- 
lieves his death was due to some other 
cause, 

Mrs. Hurst says that her husband met 
some men in a Flatbush saloon last 
Wednesday, and there received injuries 
which caused his death. Others say that 
Hurst got a fall which hurt him so that 
some friends had him taken to the Bush- 
wick Hospital. Mrs. Hurst, in spite of a 


vigorous search, did not hear of the 
whereabouts of her husband until Monday 
ate when she was called to the hospi- 
tal. She is at a loss to know why he was 
taken to the Bushwick Hospital, on the 
other side of the borough, when he could 
have been taken to the Kings County 
Hospital, only a mile away. 


CROWD OF DESERTED WIVES. 


All Records Broken at the West Side 
Police Court. 


More than a hundred women, most of 
them with from one to six children 
apiece, and many demanding action 
against deserting or recalcitrant hus- 
bands, crowded the West Side Court yes- 
terday. 

The West Side Court is noted for its 
many abandonment cases, but this crowd 
of deserted women broke all records. 

“This is the worst I ever saw,” sald
